LAW IS A FORCE 


. . . AND ‘LAW DAY’ REMINDS US HOW MUCH IT CAN DO TO MAKE A PEACEFUL WORLD 


In Soviet Russia, May | will be the same old holiday, dedi. 
cated to the world proletariat. In the U.S. this year it will 
be dedicated to quite a different abstraction. By presidential 
proclamation, May 1 is “Law Day.” The President asks us to 
reflect not only that law secures our freedom as American 
citizens, but also that “the rule of law in the settlement of 
international disputes would greatly enhance the cause of a 
just and enduring peace.” 

Which of the two abstractions is more potent? The idea 
of a militant proletariat has raised Communism to tyrannic: 
power over nearly a billion people. Against its noisy hanne 
the idea of law seems feeble and vague. Much more tan; 
Western weapons—hillions of dollars, arsenals of H-homb 
tireless diplomacy—have failed to win us the kind of world 
in which free men can feel safe. 

But the idea of law is more venerable than any 
weapons, and perhaps more powerful. It was a for 
irs long before the “proletariat” was inv 
been a force since the time of Hammurabi and Confucius, of 
Moses and Solon, of Cicero, Grotius, John Marshall. It is the 
“bond of civil society” (Cicero) and the basis of all honest 
government. It is the means of justice: and justi 
Roman axiom, is the way to peace. 

Lawyers have dominated U.S. polities since the framin 
of the Constitution, But in recent years too many of them, 
preoccupied with law as a mere livelihood, have neglected 
its grander lineaments and wider potential. The observation 
of “Law Day” is part of a crusade to correct this myop 
Says the crusade’s leader, Charles Rhyne, new president of 
the American Bar Association: “The need for law the 
world community is the greatest gap in the growing structure 
of civilization.”

Three vast fields 


How then does one go about filling this gap? Where can law 
be extended among the nations? 

First, take the vast field of business and economic rela- 
tions. Conflicts here were recently thought to be the ca 
of wars. Yet within the free world large areas of econo 
conflict have been brought under treaties since the war. Chief 
Justice Warren has declared: “We can reasonably resolve 
that this whole field will be subordinated to peacelul proce- 
dures during the next 25 years.” Why not the next 10? | 
process has many wider economic app! 
example: let the U.S. ratify the Organizat 
operation. A less obvious one: let the U.S. adopt the p! 
of German Banker Hermann Abs (Lire, Oct. 28, 1957) for a 
“magna carta” of international investment and property 
rights. This would be a treaty among freedom-loving ¢ 
tries setting standards of how governments should behave 
toward other peaple’s money, and vice versa. 

Second, there is the equally vast area of international dis- 
putes over personal rights and wrongs. Many of these are 
“justiciable” under existing international law: yet the World 
Court, their natural forum, is virtually unemployed. It would 
soon come to life if more governments 
would support and use it, Able lawyers have also urged a sys- 
tem of regional or other subsidiary international courts and 
arbitration tribunals. One lawyer, Luis Kutner of Chicago, 
has even proposed a treaty to internationalize the right of 
habeas corpus, that cornerstone of Anglo-Saxon liberti 
whose lack still brutalizes so many of the world’s jails. 

But third, there are those disputes of “power polities” that 
engage the prestige and fears of proud nations. These great 


includi 


clashes, loud or muffled, echo regularly through the U.N. 
The U.N. is a dubious source of law, having been born as a 
league of victors rather than an instrument of justice. Yet 
whenever a U.N. decision is respected by the disputing par- 
ties, the idea of due process is fortified. It was fortified when 
Britain, France and Israel accepted its Suez cease-fire, as it 
was weakened by Soviet defiance over Hungary. 


Law and the sheriff's posse 


The obvious imperfection of the U.N., made glaring by the 
H-bomb, has turned many law-minded logicians into advo- 
cates of world government. All laws need enforcement; peac 
needs the enforcement of an international government and 
police force: so runs the syllogism, (For an impressive recent 
example, see World Peace Through World Law by Grenville 
Clark and Louis B. Sohn.) But logic alone does not make 
world government feasible or even desirable, Nor is force the 
whole definition of law. 

“May it not be,”’ asks Dean Roscoe Pound, “that univer- 
sal law must precede the universal state which will undertake 
to put any required force behind it?” What Pound calls “a 
general body of recognized principles of adjusting relations 
and regulating conduct” already exists in scattered, un- 
matched and incomplete form among the nations of the free 
world. It wants only the will and work of devoted lawyers 
and statesmen to turn it into a true legal order, As for force, 
that too exists among law-minded governments; it should 
not be impossible to mobilize it behind the rules on which 
we are already agreed, 

“The sherifl’s posse lurks behind every rule of law,” said 
Pollock. But behind the posse lies still a greater foree—the 
force of reason and consent. There have been many bloodless 
revolutions in the growth of law. The story of Sir Edward 
Coke, so well told by Catherine Drinker Bowen in her prize- 
winning The Lion and the Throne, is one such. When he de- 
elared, “The king is under God and the law,” Coke made the 
king furious, but his doctrine held. It permanently tamed 
the arbitrary power of the British crown and established the 
supremacy of law which is still the glory of the American 
political system, Our own John Marshall made a similarly 
peaceful revolution: by the unarmed force of legal reasoning, 
he turned a confederation into a nation.

Tragic neglect 


Law isa system of rational, peaceful and agreed procedures for 
settling disputes. An established system pre-settles and 


therefore prevents most disputes by its own clarity. Stone 
by stone, the firm habit of due legal process can be pushed 
into the anarchic marsh of international relations. To re- 
duce even minor areas of dispute reduces the risk that one 
of them might lead to war. 

John Foster Dulles is a great international lawyer. Both he 
and the President have frequently proclaimed their devotion 
to law as the means of peace. How tragic, therefore, that the 
U.S. government in its time has done so little to implement 
this devotion and give a lead to the crusade which the bar 
itself is now launching. There is a hunger and thirst for the 
rule of law throughout the thinking part of the world, Said 
Tom Paine, “An army of principles will penetrate where an 
army of soldiers cannot.” To promote the principle of justice 
through law is not merely powerful propaganda; it is a work 
natural for Americans toward a goal which we share with the 
whole human race.

A GANG LEADER’S 
REDEMPTION 


In a sequel ‘Frenchie’ tells why he decided to jump smooth’ 


In its April 14 issue Lure told the story of a Brooklyn boy who before he 
was 14 led a tough gang to power in a series of brutal gunfights. What 
happened to the boy—whose pseudonym is “Frenchie” Joyeaux—after 
his street-war success is told in this sequel, again written by Reporter Ira 
Henry Freeman. The illustrations are by Robert Weaver. 


T was the end of the road for me when the bus turned off King’s 

Highway four miles beyond Warwick, N.Y. I never felt so alone, 
helpless, trapped and scared in my life. 

The-sign at the entrance read: ‘New York State Training School for 
Boys.” I had made it all right—president of the mighty Deacons, the 
club with the meanest rep and heaviest artillery in Brooklyn, Now from 
the top of the ladder I had hit bottom. As we drove in, I got a sinking 
sensation that my days as a big sahib of the Little People were over. 1 
was in the cooler now, all the way in. 

“Cheer up, Frenchie.” The supervisor slapped me on the back. “You 
ain’t going to the electric chair.” 

For two hours on the ride up from New York he had been trying to 
persuade me that I would like the training school. I stared silently at 


all the damn red and gold trees. I did not believe one word he said. 

The school grounds were as neat and depressing as Prospect Park. Red 
brick buildings stood around a large mall. Beyond lay athletic fields, a 
sparkling lake and, in the distance, the blue Ramapos and foothills 
of the Catskills. 

“You don’t see any fences or walls or armed guards, do you?” the 
supervisor asked me proudly. 

“*What a dump!” I said. I had been to the stupid country once on a 
summer vacation. To squares it might look prettier and smell sweeter 
than the Bedford-Stuyvesant section of Brooklyn where I came from. 
But what was there to do in these boondocks? I guessed there wasn’t a 
candy store for miles, much less a bar. 

We were herded through two locked doors into the reception area and 
searched to the skin. They actually looked inside our mouths. Even the 
headbeaters [police] of the 79th Precinct were not that thorough. 

It griped me to have to put on “‘state-o” or official clothes. They 
didn’t look very sharp: gray corduroy trousers, blue denim shirt, 
sneakers, workshoes, a Navy pea jacket and a knitted watchcap. 

I managed to swallow some of the supper slop—macaroni, bread, 
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milk and salad. I wished 1 were back in Lenny’s candy store at Fulton 
Street and Carlton Avenue having some chips and coke. 

Then we were locked up for the night in tiny, single rooms with a 
grate at the bottom of the door and a window that opened only four 
inches. The walls pressed in even closer than they had in my cell at 
Youth House in New York, where I could at least look out through the 
heavy wire screening. 

I lay back on my lumpy mattress, so shook up I could not sleep. It 
bugged me to be cooped up alone in this 
narrow cage. | had no idea what was 
going to happen to me or how long they 
would keep me here, 

| tried to imagine my Deacons pacing 
the turf [gang territory] or talking about 
me in Lenny’s candy store. “We gotta 
keep the club together till Frenchie gets 
back,” they would be saying—I hoped. 

Although I had been busted [arrested] 
less than two weeks ago, | was home- 
sick already. | was only 14-and-a-half 
and had never really been away from 
home before. | thought about my family 
as I never had when I lived at home. 

“You little hood,” my older brother 
Larry had said when I was saying good- 
by to my folks in Brooklyn Children’s 
Court. “You ought to be shot for what 
you doin’ to Ma.” 

“Hush,” my mother reproved Larry. 
“Don’t say that to your brother.” She 
begged me to pray to God to make me 
a better boy, She didn’t cry, but she 
looked so sad that the tears came to 


~ The judge shook 

his head over my file. “Gang fighting, shootings, burglary. stealing a 
car... . | don’t know what to make of you. Your parents are hard- 
working, religious people in pretty good circumstances. Your 1.Q. 
is extraordinarily high. Why do you do these things?” 

I shrugged, What a dumb question. Every boy I knew did these things. 
Maybe I just did more of them and better. 

“Well, son,” the judge said, ‘*I’m going to send you up to the coun- 
try for a few months to straighten yourself out.” 

“The country” meant the training school. Warwick was the place for 
hard guys like me, the cop fighters, gang leaders, kids who had commit- 
ted murder, rape, arson, robbery, every crime in the book. As long as 
you were between 12. and 16, had an 1.Q. over 70 and were bad enough, 
you were in. 

1 made up my mind that I would stand it until Christmas, If | didn't 
get out legally by then, I would breeze [run away]. 

I was kept in the reception area for two weeks of inoculations and 
silly interviews by psychologists and social workers. Then, my orienta- 
tion finished, | moved into a cottage. Almost 500 boys were grouped ac- 
cording to age or toughness in 15 cottages. About half were Negroes 
from New York. | found many boys I knew from Westinghouse Voca- 
tional or John Marshall Junior High School, and from clubs in Bedford- 
Stuyvesant and nearby turfs. 

We boys lived on the main floor of the cottage. Our “‘cottage parents” 
occupied the second floor. Either the cottage father or a relief man was 
‘on duty day and night, and all doors were kept locked. At 5:30 a.m. 
Mr. Schultz, the cottage father, walked through the “‘dorm-o,” rapping 
‘on the metal cots with his keys. “*Rise and shine.” After morning slop, 
as we called breakfast, I had to join the others in cleaning the cottage. 
We swept and scrubbed the whole place like mad for 40 minutes. 

“Shine the floor like this, man,” Chigger told me. With a rubrag 
under each foot, he began dancing over the highly waxed linoleum like 
Fred Astaire. Each boy had his own style of doing this, humming a bop 
tune and snapping his fingers. I found it was fun and invented a real 
crazy step. Rocking on the wax was repeated after every meal through- 
out my stay in the school. 

While we were trucking over the linoleum, a mild little man smoking 
a pipe wandered in. | was surprised to learn that this casual visitor was 
Superintendent A. Alfred Cohen. 

“Welcome to training school, Carl,” he greeted me. 1 was amazed that 
the head man in the place should know my name so soon. Afterward I 
discovered that he knew everyone. He always used boys" real names, not 
their gang nicknames. 

“If you have a problem,” he told me, “take it up first with your 
supervisors. If they can’t help, come to me. You'll see me around.” 

I did see him often, roving the grounds, bareheaded, hands in pockets,

puffing his pipe. Boys would stop him any time to pour out their 
troubles. He was never too busy to listen. 

“You never met a cat so down as Little Al Cohen,” the boys said 
admiringly of him. I never heard one bad word about him from any 
state-o bum. He was to change my whole life, and I have never been 
able to express my deep regard for him. 

Thad been placed in a “lap-lap” or model cottage to begin with. This 
was for the elite of state-o society, the boys of good behavior. But after 
1 got in a fight 1 was transferred to a 
stricter cottage. The new one was headed 
by Mr. Wall, a former pro middleweight, 
fattened out now, but still strong and 
effective. Although he would take no 
horsing around, he was good to his boys, 
easygoing and perhaps a bit naive. 

My cottage-mates told me how they 
had once outfoxed him. He used to drive 
to New York one night a week to take a 
course in penology. The boys hid money 
back of a hubcap on his car. While the 
car was parked in the street, a pusher 
would exchange reefers for the money. 
Mr. Wall was fit to be tied when federal 
agents informed him he was trafficking 
in narcotics. 

Gradually 1 swung into the state-o 
routine. Daily at 8 a.m. and 1 p.m. we all 
formed up on the mall to march off for 
three hours of school or work. Each cot- 
tage had its own fancy step and cadence. 

My work assignment was to assist the 
librarian. This was a much easier, cleaner 
job than the other boys had who worked 
in the incinerator, bakery, laundry or 
maintenance shop or on the school farm, 
1 got the slope out in the library because | could read and write. For 
the same reason I did not have to go to class. Four-fifths of the *stu- 
dents” at Warwick had a reading level below filth grade. Classes were 
devoted to remedial reading, elementary writing and arithmetic. 

In the evenings I would be asked to write letters for my cottage-mates. 
1 wrote letters for myself too. | fell in love by mail with a girl | had known 
casually in my neighborhood. Clarice was 16 and had golden. skin, 
oriental eyes and a snaky figure. She sent me a picture of herself in a 
bathing suit. 1 stuck it on the wall of my room among pin-ups from 
Ebony magazine, photographs of steel bands and holy pictures. 


My request for leave is denied 


DESPERATELY wanted to see my new girl, and Christmas was 

coming. | was flattened, then, when | found that not only was I not 
discharged but my request for holiday leave was denied. | blew my top 
to Mr. Wall. Except for a few fights, wasn’t | keeping my nose clean? 

“Except for a few fights a week, you mean,” he said. He went on to 
explain that first leave was not customary during the first six months 
except in an emergency. “Anyway, March will roll around before you 
know it. 

Not as far as | knew it. I could not wait to see Clarice. Furthermore 
I detested the monotonous chores and constant discipline from morning 
to night. I longed to roam free on my turf, raising some hell with my 
Deacons, giving instead of taking orders. 

I remembered the promise | had made myself on my first night, that 
1 would breeze if | didn’t get out legally by Christmas. So | “*borrowed” 
a key to the cellar door. Watching my chance, | slipped into the service 
tunnel under our cottage late one afternoon. These tunnels carried water, 
steam and electric lines to all the buildings. 

The tunnel was black dark. As | crept along the wall I heard big rats 
scurrying. It occurred to me that if I got lost, no one would hear my 
cries for help. It might be weeks before a repairman happened on me. 
By that time I would be dead and devoured by rats. 

I kicked against one. It squeaked horribly. The sweat broke out all over 
my body. Shuddering, I retreated. | found the unlocked cellar door at 
last and sneaked back into the cottage, feeling faint with relief. No more 
breezing—for a while, at least. I settled down to sweat it out until 
March if I could. 

Early in February I got my first good break. 

Taking my place at the head of the 8 a.m. formation one morning, 
I was surprised to hear Mr. Wall ordering me back to the cottage. From 
a window I watched my cottage-mates march off without me for the first 
time. I fretted for half an hour alone in the cottage, trying to read Cap- 
tain Marvel while I worried over what crime I might have committed.

My luck turned bad as I was walking home alone after saying good- 
by to Clarice, Crossing through Fort Greene Park, I was sandbagged 
from behind. I tried to run. Two men hit me again. I fell with a sharp 
pain in my chest and blacked out. 

I came to in Cumberland Hospital. A stab wound in my chest had 
been patched up and a plaster stuck on my head. I realized 1 was al- 
ready one day AWOL from training school. They would never believe 
Thad been mugged. They would assume I had been gang fighting. 

With shaking hands and buzzing head, I dressed and tottered out 
of the hospital. When I arrived at school, I told Mr. Wall | was 
pooped out from my leave. ‘Too much sporting life, eh?” He winked. 
“L'll put you on light duty for a few days.” Nobody found out that 
I had been knifed until long afterward. 

I still did not like training school, but at the same time I realized 
that getting knifed didn’t make any sense either.

ODD PARTNERS 
FOUND IN NATURE 


Diverse plants and creatures team up for cooperation or for company

There are some birds which, instead of living with other birds, spend 
most of their lives living with rhinos. There are some timid fish, not too 
well able to protect themselves, which choose sharks as their constant 
companions. Such odd partnerships are found in both animals and plants 
throughout nature. The biologists call these relationships symbiosis, 
which means the close association of quite different creatures. 
Sometimes this association produces benefits for both partners. In 
the case of the African rhino and the tick bird (below), the bird eats the 
ticks embedded in the folds of skin along the animal's back. It thus gets 
food for itself while ridding the rhino of irritating parasites. It also acts 
as a sentinel for the short-sighted animals by chirping excitedly at the 
approach of other game or man. Sometimes the association benefits only 
one of the partners and is known then as a commensal relationship. This 
is the case of the cattle egrets which walk around in the grass near a rhino 
watching for insects the animal stirs up, getting food but doing nothing 


for the rhino, The relationship (above) between the shark and the remora 
and the pilot fish is also commensal. The remoras attach themselves to the 
shark by sucker disks on the tops of their heads; the small pilot fish swim 
just in front of the shark. The presence of the shark, which does not at- 
tack them, protects the smaller fish from other predators and they both 
dart about eating the leavings of the shark’s meals. The shark gets noth- 
ing from the small fish, unless it is a kind of companionship. 
Naturalists are puzzled by many of the partnerships since they invol 
cooperation between creatures that normally might be enemies. The 
anemone on page 93 paralyzes and devours small fish. Yet the clown fish 
lives in complete security within its tentacles. Learning undoubtedly 
plays a part in the development of symbiosis as can be seen by the famil- 
iar cases of animals that have learned to use man to help get food—the 
gulls that have learned to follow fishing boats for scraps and the hawk 
that uses a railroad train as its beater to stir up game which it catches.

THE HORNBILL

NEW ZEALAND TUATARA 
AND THE SOOTY SHEARWATER 


The lethargic, primitive tuatara, a New Zealand reptile and one of the most 

ill living, usually lodges in a burrow made by its industrious 
bor, the sooty Since the adult shearwater goes out all day hunt- 
ig for its food and the tuatara goes out to get its food at night, the two rarely 
are in the burrow at the same time. It is thought that the tuatara may 
a service for the shearwater by cleaning out the nest of beetles, centipe 
flies. During the winter season when the bird is away from the nesting site, the 
tuatara has the underground home to itself and hibernates there till spring. 


LONG-HORNED BEETLE 
AND THE PSEUDOSCORPION> 


The four-inch long-horned beetle lives in the South American rain forest around 
the buttressed roots of the big trees where it feeds sparingly on foliage and 
damp wood. It is often infested with small parasitic mites that settle under the 
wings and in body cracks to feed on the moisture the beetle’s body exudes. 
A tiny, sharp-beaked member of the scorpion family, called the pseudoscorpion, 
devours these red mites and thus finds the beetle’s back a good hunting ground. 
It stays with the colorful beetle as long as the supply of mites lasts, ridding 
its long-legged host of these parasites and doing it no harm while living here.

To ad men the most irritating feature about the recent publicity 
is that practically all the legends which have grown up about the ad 
business have no basis in fact. This gives ad men the uneasy feeling 
that just when their future looks so promising and exciting it may be 
adversely affected by unfavorable and wholly spurious gossip. 

For example, ad people are no more addicted to martinis than 
anybody else. One popular young advertising woman kept a record 
of her lunch companions and drinking for a week. It went like this:

ME THEM

Although this young woman happens to like martinis, it can be seen 
that she was behaving quite circumspectly until betrayed on Friday 
noon by a person who had nothing whatever to do with the adver- 
tising business. 

It is also a fact that only a dozen or so of the nation’s 3,300-odd 
advertising agencies are on Madison Avenue. Most of them are not 
even in New York City, although practically all the largest ones are. 
Their offices are no more elaborate than those of insurance companies 
or law firms; many a $25,000-a-year copywriter slaves away in a little 
cubbyhole without.a rug on the floor. The men’s rooms have no keys, 
golden or otherwise, and any stranger-can_walk in. 

Advertising men do not affect suits of gray flannel or of any-other 
special color or material. In fact, The Man in the Gray Flannel Suit 
had absolutely nothing to do with the advertising business. This novel 
was about a man who could not make up his mind whether to work 
for a charitable foundation or a broadcasting network, and how it 
came to be considered a hard-hitting saga of the advertising world is 
just another of those mysteries that beset all the non-martini drinkers 
who do not have gold keys to bathrooms not on Madison Avenue. 

Nor do advertising people talk about “running it up the flagpole,” 
“getting down on all fours” or “following it to see what it eats.” Most 
of these phrases have been invented by people in the trade to make 
fun of their own work. On dull days the copywriters sit around trying 
to think up new and better ones. But nobody ever says them in ear- 
nest except possibly some of the boys in the mailroom who are under 
the misapprehension that it makes them sound like mature ad men.

Now In Every Carton 
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The Buick account which caused such furor recently was dramatic 
proof of what a serious, high-stake business advertising has actually 
become. Buick spends $24 million a year on ads. The standard ad 
agency fee is 15% of the total. When Buick fired the Kudner agency, 
which had held the account for 22 years, Kudner lost $3.6 million of 
annual income—and that same amount was up for grabs among the 
other agencies. The competition was bound to be grim. No agency 
which stood a chance for the account thought of relying on personal 
charm or a possible happy inspiration which might strike some glib 
young man during a meeting with the Buick people. 

Most of these agencies threw into the struggle a big staff of re- 
searchers, marketing experts, media men, psychologists, copywriters, 
artists, layout men, singing commercial specialists and directors of 
television commercials (who in many cases were veteran directors of 
television shows and Broadway plays). The staffs worked far into the 
night deciding a) what sort of customer Buick should woo (the job of 
the researchers, marketing men and psychologists), b) what kind of 
ads would best woo him (the job of the copywriters and other mem- 
bers of what is called the creative department) and c) where the ads 
should run (province of the media men). The agency’s executives then 
approached Buick with a more or less formal sales campaign, saying, 
“These are the special qualifications of our staff. This is how we would 
run your ad campaign.” 

‘As the more sensitive members of the competing agencies were all 
too painfully aware, the long struggle over Buick had its humiliating 
aspects. A lawyer does not have to compete for a prospective client 
with a full-dress rehearsal of the speech he would eventually make to 
the jury. A surgeon does not have to perform a demonstration opera- 
tion on a mock-up appendix. One of the curses of the advertising 
business—and to this extent the novels are right—is that it does de- 
pend to a certain extent on buttering up the client. During the recent 
struggle a rumor flew through advertising circles that a Buick man- 
agement team, in New York to inspect the offices of the competing 
agencies, had written off one agency because its employes seemed to 
straggle in to work much later than was the custom in Detroit. The 
executives of an agency which was to be visited the next day quickly 
passed the word along to all employes to be on hand a half hour early. 
The boss of another agency, in a burst of exactly the type of phony 
“sincerity” satirized in The Hucksters, sent out a solemn memo telling 
his staff that when the Buick team dropped around next day the em- 
ployes should simply do what they would be doing naturally, with 
no frills or fripperies. (“When the Buick people came around,” said 
‘one of the agency's top creative hands, “‘naturally I just happened to 
be in a conference with a half dozen of my best talkers, discussing 
how many awards we had won the previous year and how we intended 
to better our record.”’) 


The new-style ad man 


HE Buick account was finally won by the firm of McCann-Erick- 
on, Which has now jumped from $51 to $262 million in billings 
within the last 10 years. This rapid rise has taken place under a new 
president named Marion Harper Jr., now just 41 years old, who is 
very close to being a prototype of the advertising man of the late 
1950s. In the old days—meaning as recently as the 1920s and "30s— 
most advertising agencies were started on the strength of one man’s 
genius and personality. These old giants of the business had an in- 
tuitive feel for advertising. Flying strictly by the seat of their pants, 
they made brilliant guesses as to what would put the public in a mood 
to buy and planned brilliant campaigns around their hunches. They 
usually burst upon the scene like rockets, starting new agencies on 
sheer nerve and a few thousand dollars, lit up the whole advertising 
landscape for a time and then often burned out fast or simply tired 
of their own success, The firm of Benton & Bowles was founded in 
1929 by William Benton and Chester Bowles, two young men barely 
out of Yale who quickly proceeded to earn a quarter of a million 
dollars a year each, then sold out when they turned 40. 
McCann-Erickson’s Marion Harper, on the contrary, started in 
the ad business as an office boy (though he too went to Yale) and 
worked his way up mostly through the research side. His success is 
based on the theory that the best way to create good advertising is 
not by intuition but by measuring how people react. His firm was 
one of the first to hire a full-time psychology Ph.D. It has 2,600 inter- 
viewers who go around the country asking questions which might 
give some scientific insights into the consumer's mind and habits. 
Yesterday's ad man used to take a look at the product, then go 
off in a corner to dream up his campaign. Today’s ad man sends for 
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the research on what consumers are thinking about at the moment 
and often goes out to size up the consumer himself. Most ad agencies 
insist that all their people get out in the field as often as possible and 
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watch their quarry, the consumer, in his native habitat, walking 
through a supermarket or feeling yard goods in a department store. 
Many a high-priced copywriter spends several days a month earnest- 
ly questioning store clerks on how they and their customers feel 
about his agency’s clients. As one agency vice president said, “If you 
just sit up in an ivory tower, if you don’t get out and mingle with 
the people who are buying your product, you're dead.” 

Because of its new concern with the customer, the advertising 
industry nowadays often takes the liberty of telling a manufacturer 
that his product will have to be 
changed to make it sell. Or often 
the advertising men come to the 
conclusion that a new product, 
one which the manufacturer has 
never thought of, could move right 
in to fill a gap in the consumer's 
life. In many ways the ad man has 
recently become a sort of broker 
between the manufacturer and the 
consumer, representing the inte! 
ests of both. The oldtime manu- 
facturer used to put out a product 
and let nature take its course. If 
the public bought it, he got rich, 
If not, he tried something else or, 
more often, stubbornly stuck to 
his guns until he went broke. But 
many of today’s products are spe- 
cifically blueprinted in advance to 
meet a public demand, 

Motivational research, one of 
the most controversial of all ad 
agency techniques and the target 
of The Hidden Persuaders, is sim- 
plyanattempt to takea deeper look 
into the soul of the customer. In 
many cases, asked why they prefer 
Ernest Brand A to Brand B, customers 
cannot honestly say—or they give 
a reason which they only think: is 
thetrue one, Motivational research, 
which utilizes such psychological 
techniques as word association and 
ink-blot tests, is an attempt to uncover the real and sometimes sub- 
conscious reasons. One of the first important motivational research 
projects inquired into why housewives were slow to accept instant 
coffees. What women said was that they disliked the taste. But psy- 
chologists who looked a little deeper found that using instant coffee 
instead of a coffee pot made the women feel guilty and lazy. Ever 
since this pioneer study, the advertisers of instant coffee and other 
labor-savers, such as frozen foods and self-polishing waxes, have 
stressed the taste or quality of the product and played down the fact 
that it is easier to use. 

Some of the more pompous practitioners of motivational research 
talk a kind of mysterious high-priest jargon which gives the impres 
sion that they can manipulate the nation’s customers like so many 
puppets. This has caused a great deal of popular concern, which was 
heightened by a recent experiment which seemed to show that movie 
patrons could be induced to buy more Coca-Cola and popcorn by 
advertisements flashed on the screen so briefly as never to be con- 
sciously noticed (Lire, March 31). Actually motivational research is 
simply a more scientific way of reaching the same conclusions about 
humanity that the oldtime advertising genius used to reach by intui- 
tion. There is some suspicion, indeed, that agencies on occasion put 
their research, motivational and otherwise, to a sort of ex post facto 
use—that they still rely on a brilliant idea, then put their research 
staffs to work to prove that it is a good one. 


PSYCHOLO: 
Dichter, Vienna-born, is often 
called father of motivational re- 
search in American advertising. 
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HE fact remains that no agency can survive nowadays without 

all kinds of experts to give its work a solid factual basis. This 
has made it harder and harder to start a new agency and has kept 
the established ones growing by leaps and bounds. Accounts move 
around rapidly. Within the past few months some of the big ones 
which changed hands included not only Buick but also Lincoln, 
Chrysler, Revion, Capital Airlines, Frigidaire and Zenith Radio. Peo- 
ple shift jobs from agency to agency. The Colwell of Sullivan, Stauf- 
fer, Colwell & Bayles is now with J. Walter Thompson. The Foote 
of Foote, Cone & Belding is now with Geyer Advertising, Inc. A firm 
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CLASSIC AD was written in the 1920s by President Edward S. Jordan of 
the Jordan Motor Car Co. Its romantic appeal drew tremendous popular 
response and ad men rate it one of the greatest of American advertisements. 
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like McCann-Erickson zooms into prominence. A firm like Kudner 
trims its sails. But the competition is among established competitors. 

The recent wholesale shifts in ad accounts have been due partly to 
the recession but more to the decline in automobile sales. No manu- 
facturer is willing to concede that a drop in sales may be simply an 
act of the gods of economics, and his restless eye often comes quickly 
to bear upon his ad agency. 

This sort of thing gives ulcers to the executives of advertising 
agencies but actually does little more to their employes than keep 
life interesting. Any ad man of stature has no trouble finding a job 
because the job market has grown tremendously since the war. By 
the estimate of the advertising trade paper, Printers’ Ink, adver- 
tising expenditures in the U.S. last year reached a record $10.4 billion, 
more than double the amount spent only a decade ago. One reason 
for this fantastic growth has been the rise of television, which offered 
a potent and expensive new medium of advertising. But the other 
media, even radio, have also prospered. Newspapers are still the big- 
gest single outlet for advertising with about $3 billion last year. 
Direct mail comes next with $1.5 billion, television third with $1.3 
billion, magazines next with $830 million and radio next with $648 
million. Billboards and other miscellaneous forms of advertising 
make up the balance of the $10.4 billion. 

‘The expansion of advertising seems to be due chiefly to the revolu- 
tion in marketing and purchasing habits since the war. The super- 
market, super-drugstore and discount house have practically elimi- 
nated the influence of the oldtime floor salesman; customers now 
have to be sold before they get into the store. Even the automobile 
salesman has become little more than a mere order-taker for people 
who have already made up their minds. Automobiles now rank third 
among the 15 most heavily advertised products (see chart, p. 153). 

Some ad men think that the boom in their business and the increase 
in the services which manufacturers have come to expect from them 
mean an end to the long-established 15% fee system. This has existed 
since around 1890 when the first ad agencies were born. At that 
time they served mostly as brokers who helped the advertisers get a 
fair shake in a chaotic era when newspapers and magazines were 
extremely loath to reveal their circulation figures or set up a-standard 
rate scale. The agencies offered their services free to the advertiser, 
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placed his copy at the best rates they could get and charged the 
newspapers and magazines a 15% commission. Today’s agencies, 
though their function has changed vastly, still tend to follow this 
custom. On some of their accounts they lose money. Asa corollary 
a big manufacturer may complain that agency profits on his account 
provide a free ride for other clients. It might be better all around, 
it is therefore argued, if an agency simply billed its clients for services 
rendered, regardless of the cash volume of the advertising involved. 
Most agency people view this proposal with horror. Competition is 
frantic enough among agencies now. they figure. If the agencies also 
began submitting competitive bids on the size of the fee, then the 
executives would be driven to martinis. 

Because of its insecure status, the ad industry is extremely sensitive 
to criticism, especially when made, as recently, by congressmen who 
seem to feel that some sort of governmental control or censorship 
might be in order. 

The criticism of advertising points to a strange paradox. Ads are 
created, generally speaking, by highly talented artists and photogra- 
phers and by writers who, had they chosen, might have been success- 
ful novelists. (The J. Walter Thompson agency alone has employed 
such now eminent book authors as John P. Marquand, Charles Jack- 
son, Tiffany Thayer and Walter Lord, plus a number of song writers 
and minor playwrights.) Although advertising salaries have been 
grossly exaggerated, many of these people are extremely well paid. 
It is not unusual for the top creative men in a big agency to get 
around $50,000 a year and up, plus some kind of stock deal that is 
supposed to give them a capital gain when they retire. The ad business 
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American Tobacco Co., insisted 
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is also one of the few in the world where a woman can make $25,000 
a year and up. Many an ad for $6.98 shoes is written by a man who 
has his own shoes custom-made in Britain, Many a television com- 
mercial aimed at the average harassed housewife was planned by a 
woman in a Mainbocher suit who had her lunch at Le Pavillon and 
her dinner at home prepared by a cook and served by a maid. Cne 
might expect that these rich, clever people would shoot over the heads 
of their audience. Actually most of the criticism about advertising 
says that they shoot too low. 

Even people within the industry admit that much advertising, 
especially on radio and television where it is possible to reach cu: 
tomers who can barely read, is dull, repetitious and vulgar. ‘*To look 
at our ads,” admitted one agency copy head, “you'd never guess 
how many talented people we've got.” Another copy chief said, 
“‘What gets me down is the bad taste in so much advertising. I can 
hardly bring myself to sit in front of my TV set and watch those ads 
about briar patch legs, the perspiration circle and the laxative habit.” 

Much of the resentment which so many people—including people 
in the industry—feel against advertising is traceable to what is some- 
times called the “*hard sell." There is a school of thought in adver- 
tising which holds that the best way to get results is to hit the cus- 
tomer over the head with a ball bat, pin him to the ground and 
shout in his ear until he cries uncle. The theory was personified by 
the late George Washington Hill, longtime president of the American 
Tobacco Company and the prototype of a prominent character in 
The Hucksters. Hill's ‘*Lucky Strike green has gone to war,” repeated 
endlessly over the air waves, is considered perhaps the most irritating 
slogan ever perpetrated on the public. The quizmaster on radio's 
Information, Please, sponsored by Lucky Strike at the time, once 
publicly apologized for the slogan. Yet the slogan got results. So did 
Hill's inéffable “Spit is a horrid word,” which made his Cremo cigars 
one of the big sellers in the trade in 1932. 


‘Move the goods’ 


ANY manufacturers insist on the hard sell. “‘We want our agen- 
cy to move the goods off the shelf for us,” said one business- 
man. “We don’t give a damn whether they write pretty or not.” 
A number of agencies specialize in the hard sell. It is these manufac- 
turers and these agencies who are chiefly responsible for the bad rep- 
utation which advertising enjoys among the intellectuals. But their 
influence may be waning. One of the most widely discussed advertis- 
ing developments in recent months has been the Piel’s beer commer- 
cials on radio and television. Although they are unfortunately lim- 
ited to the six-state eastern territory in which Piel’s is marketed, they 
have frequently led the American Research Bureau poll of the most 
popular television ads, getting more votes than commercials which 
had the advantage of being seen all over the nation. 

The Piel’s commercials, the softest sell imaginable, are the brain- 
child of a 29-year-old ad man named Ed Graham. Graham invented 
two Piel brothers named Harry and Bert. Harry, tall and shy, would 
rather do bird calls than talk about beer. Bert is small, pompous, can- 
tankerous and all business. Their voices are supplied by the talented 
radio team of Bob and Ray, and for TV they are animated by a young 
advertising artist named Jack Sidebotham (who happens to be saving

his money to retire and become a missionary). All in all Bert and 
Harry are a little gem of comic invention and characterization, de- 
lightful to watch as they clumsily try to sell their beer—and often 
more delightful than the programs between which they appear.

Piel, he was the despair of two advertising agencies. “*The first place 
I worked | was nearly fired,” he has said. “At the second place I asked 
my boss about my future and he said, ‘Well, you're not on an up 
escalator, I'll tell you that." Graham finally persuaded his agency 
to make a few sample Piel’s commercials of the type he had in 
mind, at a cost of $56,000, and the films were shown to a group of 
the agency brass. ““After the showing,” he says, ‘ta few were enthu- 
siastic, but one vice president got up and said, ‘Fellows, I’ve got to 
leave the room; I’m a little sick.’ Another one walked out with the 
Gentlemen, you have just wasted $56,000 of our 
Now that the commercials have proved a sensa- 
tional success, a number of ad men, no doubt including those two vice 
presidents, are re-examining their thoughts about offbeat advertis- 
ing. Graham is often respectfully referred to nowadays as a genius. 


But does humor sell? 


ee only question is whether the Piel’s ads sell beer. Thecompany 
says they do. But other companies have tried similar campaigns 
with less success. And here is the core of all the turmoil and travail 
in the ad business. Here is the reason clients hire and fire their agen- 
cies, the reason ad men search endlessly for new jobs that will give 
them a sense of fulfillment, the reason the ad industry has to take so 
much public abuse. The cleverest ads do nor always move the goods 
off the shelves. The most vulgar and inept ads sometimes do. It is 
a statistical fact that truck drivers, of whom there are so many, buy 
lots more beer, razor blades and toothpaste than college professors, of 
whom there are so few. 

“A good ad has to be a little obvious and corny,” one veteran copy 
chief has said. ‘‘We don’t want the majority of our customers to get 
the idea we're city slickers.”” Moreover every advertising expert agrees 
that repetition is the soul of success. ‘You can’t get a message across 
without repeating it,” said a specialist in TV commercials. “‘If you 
wrote a different ad each time. there’d be no thread, no campaign. 
Nobody would ever notice or remember you 

The professor may feel that the newest singing commercial is run- 
ning out of his ears and driving him wild, but his dumbest student is 
just beginning to become aware of it. Martin Mayer, the author of 
Madison Avenue. U.S.A., the only recent book about the profession 
which advertising men regard as accurate and fair, concludes that ad- 
vertising’s current unpopularity among highbrows is simply due to 
the fact that it reflects the tastes of the average man, which are repre- 
hensible to the better-than-average man. 

As for the danger of brainwashing implied in The Hidden Persuad- 
ers, ad men sometimes wish it actually was as easy to persuade the 
public as the book suggests. “Whenever I feel that I might be getting

“They satisfy” and “‘It’s toasted” kept the big three of the cigaret 
industry on top for years. 

More recently Winston cigarets jumped from nowhere to fourth 
place by cleverly exploiting the slogan, ‘Winston tastes good like a 
cigaret should.” A rival ad man has said, ‘*That was the greatest job 
I’ve seen in years, Quite a few customers didn’t like the taste of a filter 
cigaret, So these people had the genius to step right up and claim to 
be a filter cigaret that didn’t taste like one. Their slogan is corny and 
ungrammatical but it hit the nail right on the head.” Revlon cos- 
metics went from practically nothing to a $95-million-a-year business 
with the help of advertising. Its president, Charles Revson, is an ad- 
vertising perfectionist who hits the ceiling if the shade of his nail pol- 
ish in a magazine ad is off the merest fraction of a wave length: he 
has fired or worn out two ad agencies in the last two years. In the 
automobile field Cadillac is conceded by all rivals to have done an 
outstanding job since World War II in building itself into the abso- 
lute symbol of success.
